Television, without question, | 
emphasizes the personality and | 
physical appearance. The rea 
son Mr. Nixon perspired more 
than Sen. Kennedy, a fact noted 
by reporters present, was not nec- 
essarily due to a greater degrec 
of nervousness. He was the more 
heavily made-up. The presence 
of theatrical creams and powder 
causes more facial perspiration 
once one is under the hot lights. 
Mr. Nixon successfully covered 
his heavy beard and blurred the 
line of his jaws. But he had to 
sweat for it. Television is almost 
brutal in its exacting demands 
for professional, personal groom- 
ing. No debutante preparing for 
her coming out devotes more time 
before the mirror than does a 
political personality with physical 
attributes which are exaggerated 
by the picture tube.

Of one thing they can be sure. The 
country was pleased. And while the re- 
sults themselves are debatable (most ob- 
servers called the encounter a draw), the 
people know them better. They know 
more about what they think, their ap- 
pearance, their verbal ability, their man- 
nerisms and manners. .

Early in the 
exchange he seized the offensive and 
never let up. The vice president found 
himself on the defensive most of the time 
—a role he obviously did not relish. Ken- 
nedy improved his position with many in- 
dependents who have serious .doubts 
about his maturity. 


But the country got a view of two 
intelligent young men, one of whom will 
become president. They are not the flam- 
boyant, colorful, old-style politicians. 
They are polished, urbane, modern—~ 
products of 20th century America. Both 
desperately want to be the nation’s chief 
executive. 

This debate and the others to come 
are reminiscent of the Lincoln-Douglas 
meetings which so affected American his- 
tory. While Lincoln was termed the loser, 
they launched him on the road to the 
presidency. 

In modern campaigning, much stress 
is placed upon creating an “image.” But 
in making their choices, we hope voters 
will place their first emphasis upon the 
image of their country’s future.

Tax Reappraisal Help 
Would Pay Dividends 


As support for tax reappraisals mounts 
among various groups and communities 
over the state as a result of success of 
such programs where they have been 
completed, it is time for discussions of 
methods of assisting communities which 
find it difficult to finance the necessary 
studies. 

The County Commissioners Associa- 
tion, in endorsing reappraisal, suggested 
that the state make loans for such pur- 
poses to help with the process. Gov. Van- 
diver last week suggested the- Tax Re- 
search Council study feasibility of a 50-50 
matching funds program. 

Now comes another suggestion from 
E. G. Campbell, director of the State Reve- 
nue Department, Property Tax Division, 
that he be permitted a staff of nine people 
to assist counties with reappraisals. At 
present one person is assigned to such 
duties. Mr. Campbell also suggests loans 
to enable counties to hire outside experts 
when the staff is occupied. 
All these suggestions are worth ex- 
ploring. The important thing is to get a 
statewide reassessment program going at 
full speed. It would benefit the whole 
state but most of all would it help the 
individual counties.

Mental Health Proposals 


Deserve Further Study 


The Joint Senate-House Mental Health 
Committee at its latest meeting waded 
into several areas of controversy, all of 
which should be explored further. 


A proposal having to do with estab- 
lishment of a medical hospital for the 
aged at the Milledgeville State Hospital 
was turned over to the newly. organized 
medical care for the aged study commis- 
sion. This was a logical action. Now that 
the commission has been created, it should 
be allowed to function in making rec- 
ommendations not only in regard to this 
specific problem but in correlating it 
with its task of studying the entire prob- 
lem of medical care for the aged. 


In another category, though, there are 
reasons for grave doubts as to the advisa- 
bility of following the mental health com- 
mittee’s suggestion that an unused school 
building in Laurens County be made into 
a training school for retarded children. 

While there is dire need for additional 
facilities for such children, it should be 
taken into consideration that conver- 
sion of the school could well wind up 
costing as much as building a plant capa- 
ble at the outset of fulfilling its intended 
purpose. Such being the case, why not 
build it near a medical center where it 
belongs? 

In still another action, the committee 
came out against the State Health Depart- 
ment’s plan to build a one-million-dollar 
central kitchen at the state hospital. There 
are valid points to back the committee’s 
stand. While the quality of food served 
certainly needs improving, it is quite 
doubtful that one kitchen preparing food 
to be trucked to 12,000 patients is the so- 
lution. 

Mental health authorities would do 
well to look more thoroughly into each of 
the areas of discussion aired at the com- 
mittee’s meeting.

Atlanta will have a “housing code” 
for commercial and industrial buildings 
next year, if the urban renewal depart- 
ment has its way. 


Let all who love Atlanta fervently 
hope the department does. 


The assault on blight here is just be- _ 


ginning to pick up steam. Vigorous, judi- 
cious use of the housing code is slowly 
ridding the city of unhealthy, unsightly 
residential property. But the city just 
doesn’t have the big weapon for arrest- 
ing and eradicating nonresidential slums. 


Dilapidated commercial and industrial 
property, even when it is isolated from 
residential areas, is bad enough; when 
the property borders on areas where 
people live, the problem and danger are 
much magnified. 


One problem brought on by downtown 
blight was recently pointed out by the 
Committee for Economic Development. It 
is that small scale redevelopment is all 

*but impossible unless there are safe- 
guards against these “pockets” of slum- 
like areas because of a “law of con- 
tiguity, a sort of Gresham’s Law of land 
use, whereby poor use drives out 
RE 

Right now 40 per cent of the com- 
mercial property and 33 per cent of the 
industrial property in central Atlanta is 
substandard. 

This can be corrected only by having 
a city code dealing with such property 
that is as tough as the one dealing with 
residential property.

Only 
the glory of God remains un- 
diminished by the passing hour. 
I have known fine and splendid 
men who have been unable to 
cope with success. We say in 
a popular fashion that a man’s 
success has gone to his head. 
It isn’t altogether that he be- 
comes big-headed with pride. 
More tragically, he is likely to 
be incapable of doing anything 
worthwhile again. Thereafter he 
rests on his laurels, or as often 
as not experiences a kind of 
living death. Is anyone to be 
more pitied than he who, hav- 
ing long ago done something 
worthy and well, now lives only 
in the remembrance of things 
past, for his present life is now 
very empty? 

A humble and a contrite heart 
will preserve us against the 
disaster of becoming a “has 
been.”” Humility keeps us from 
becoming overconfident and 
boastful. 

Humility is not a coat we can 
put on or off at pleasure. It 


is an attitude of the heart. The 
man who wants to serve and 
not be served is humble by dis- 
position. The man who ex- 
presses himself with love to- 
ward friend and foe is humble 
by persuasion. The man who 
interprets his life and its 
achievements according to God's 
requirements for him is hum- 
ble by conviction. But mostly 
humility springs from a sense 
of inadequacy on the one hand 
and profound gratitude on the 
other. The humble man knows 
rightly his limitations and he 
understands that his accom- 
plisnments, whatever they may 
amount to, are like straws in the 
wind. He also recognizes grate- 
fully the patience with which 
more capable men have worked 
with him and above all the in- 
finite patience of God who will- 
ingly accepts his meager ef- 
forts as representing the sin- 
cerity of his heart.

No one is more 
appreciative of his efforts, however, than his sternest taskmaster, 
Stengel.

The clutch homer-hitting of Mantle was a notable conitri-.
